2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for the indication of the allowability of the claimed invention is the inclusion of the 
limitations, in the combination as currently claimed in the base claim 1 , that the method 
of forming fiducial marks on a microlens array supportedly mounted on a first surface of 
a transparent medium includes the steps of forming at least one optical feature adjacent 
said microlens array at a predetermined location on said first surface of the transparent

medium, altering at least a portion of the second surface of the transparent medium 
opposite to the first surface, and directing a collimated beam of light onto said at least 
one optical feature, which focuses said collimated beam of light onto the second surface 
thereby forming a correspondingly precisely located at least one fiducial mark thereon 
opposite to said at least one optical feature, the combined limitations are not found 
taught or fairly suggested by the prior arts made of record, considered alone or in 
combination. 

Claims 2-17 are allowed because they are directly/indirectly dependent from 
claim 1 above.
